When I entered the Senate chamber this 
morning, Mr. Lyttleton Cooke was in the 
chair, and, in common with the members, I 
was struck by the dignified and skilifulmanner 
in which he discharged the duties of a pre- 
siding officer.

THE QUESTION OF ADJOURNMENT. 

Senator Bradley this morning made an ef- 
fort to have the House resolution, providing 
foran adjournment sine die on the 9th of 
March, taken up. Mr. Carlisle declared him- 
eelf in favor of getting through with the busi- 
ness of the seasion as speedily as possible, and 
said he did not know that he would not vote 
for adjournment on the day indicated, but 
tl ought the passage of the resolution at this 
time would be premature. Mr. Bradley con- 
tended that the adoption of the resolution 
would tend to cut off some of the innumera- 
ble leavés that were being dally intro- 
duced and to the general hastening 
up of the really necessary legislative business, 
adding that, should circumstances make it ad- 
visable, the session could hereafter be extend-
